FIELDS INGULFED. 


ST. Louu, Hay 10.—Yesterday's reports 


from tho flooded districts aro from Keo- 
kuk, Ia., to tho remote parts of Arkansas, 
aud show terriblo destruction. A Louisi- 
ana (Mo.) dispatch says that tlio breaks in 
the levee hero caused the river to fall about

other break occurred below this city 
Thursday night, and tha torrent is now 
rushing from tlio lower end of tho valley 
to meet with, tho flood coining from tho 
other break above.

hopeful that the floods havo attained their 
height. But tho DosMoinos river, which 
empties into tho Mississippi forty miles 
north, is rising, and It Is feared the worst 
s yet to conr.0. 
Tho first loss of human life was reported 
'csterday morning. Before there had been 
a number of narrow escapes from drown- 
ng in efforts to rescue stock, but no ono 
had been drowned.
